@: For the credit of the perſon, William Juniper, 
SFGosfield, I knew him many years, while I liv'd 
at Bocking; he dwelling at Gosfield a mile from me, 
and oft working in his Trade as a Brick/ayer , at 
Squire FWentworths Houſe, the Lord of Bocking my 
next Neighbour 3' who would: ſometimes 'tell me 
metrrily, that Goodman Juniper had ſtrange Fancies, 
Dreams and Vifjons, but withall-that he wasa very 
honeſt math 

I rook }ittle notice of the Man, or his Fancies, 
ſuppoſing him to be but a weakand crazy- minded 
Man, whoſe bi] 9 and Honeſty were the beſt 
Apology for all he ſaid ; poffibly without fraud or 
aftetation, but mixt with ſome Fatuity, 

After ſome years,'now full of trouble and terror, 
when the new Modelled Army had'ſhewed the 
King, the two Houſes, their own Afloctates, and all 
the world, what Soxldiers, and Saints, what Preach-' 
ers, and Princes they” would be, by levelling all 
things-in Church: and State, to a Democracy,

$. Thegood man (now above Sixty years old) 
of a very comely and honeſt aſpect , with great 
plainnefle of Speech,pave me thanks for my favour 
to him, that I would vouchfafe to ſpeak with him, 
and to admoniſh him of that duty in truth-ſpeak- 
ing, which he owed to God, to his own Soul, and 
toall Men ; profeſſed to me he. would not ſpeak 
any thing but what was repreſented to him as true 5 
For Sir, ſaid he, I fear God, to whom I muſt give 
account of my words, &c.

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\ $, After this the TOA and. Terrors of times 
comming on, to the ruine of our:;Church and King- 
dome, I was (quoth he) much afflited in my foul 
to ſee the ſad diflentions raiſed berween the King 
& the two Houſes of Parliainent; having learnedin 
the word of God, that-the honour of trace Chriſtian 
Religion, confilts much in t he patience and vbedi- 
ence of Subje&sto their lawfil Kings. The War 
growing hot, and/lirtle hope of Peace, (my heart 
being full of Fears, I had this Q-eam ia the Night 5 
Paſſing by ſuch a 'Neighbuurs Houſes toa Water- 
Miil(wikch he named)and haviag two hittle Beagles 
following ie, (a ſport of foot Hunting, which he 
had ſometimes uſed in his younger dayes) there 
came Ont two great Dags, Full and Fat, which fell

nam'f'3:rhe #nterpretation he eafily triade, according 
ashe thought the juſtice of the Caſes and Merits of 
the-parties would.bear. For he was a moſt Loyal! 
Subje& 1o his King, and a moſt Religious Sonne of 
the Charth of England, a lover of Truth and Peace. 
$. Afrer this, (as he then told me) he had ano» 
ther Dream a good while betore the King was de- 
firoycdz/in this manner,] was walking in ſuch fields 
(namiog them) by the hedge ſide , ower which as I 
ſometimes looked, | ſaw a great company of people 
as Souldiers, Horſe and Foot in confuſed motions : 
whilelI got on the higher ground to ſee more exatt» 
ly w hat the matter was; | ſaw menflying this and 
that way, many faln and ſlain on the gronnds, and 
amidſt the Corps, one that Jay higher than the reſt 
by himſeM, with' Robes or Garments about him 
very goodly, as if he were fome great perſonage or 
Prince, but beſmeared with blood ; while 1 beheld 
with griet this ſpeQacle, I fawa Woman in a rich 


mantle cf purple come riding amain to that dead 


Corps,ard caſting her felf upon it ſhe rent her man+ 
tle, tore ter hair, and fell intoa moſt bitter Lamen- 
tation, being forſaken of all; This he told me 
feemed to {him to repreſent the death cf the King 
and the Church of Eagland, deploring it with ſuch 
bitterneſle, asrhat Tradegy deſerved 3 which ſoon 
after came to paſlle. 

After this (as he proceeded) the Year before 
King Charles the Seconds coming to Worceſter, -I had 
iriother Dreamy ' My thoughts 1 ſaw a goodly 
young Lien ina large Field; the other Beaſts, as 
Horſes, Fulls, Bears, Aſſes, Wolfes, Dogs, Hares, Foxes,

Apes, with others,” that followed him with fuch a 
perwant and ſcornful importunity of geſture and 
noiſe, as that they would be gladly rid of him 
and ſhewed they had reverence tor him; The Liow 
marched away without betraying any fear ; but 
yet ſo, as he ſeemed not pleaſed with ſuch rude 
company : when he was quite gone out of fight, 
all the beaſts gathered rogether as ina round, and 
ſitting down gn their hinder parts, made their ſe- 
veral moiſes As Joud as they could , bellowing or 
- roaring, or braying, or howling, or crying out in 
a kind of hideous triumph and joy, that they had 
thus driven the L/o# out of the Field, and forced 
him to hide himſelf from them ; The event was ſo 
evident an interpretation and completion of this 
prediction, as nothing could be more eafie and ob- 
vious to the good man,than to ſee how his thoughts 
were adapted to thoſe things, which he lived to ſee 
fulfilled. 

Soon after this, when an horrible darkneſle 
withall manner of licencious confuſton and tyran-

worſhip (that was his word) in the Church z when 
] ſavvy three or four(who ſeemed Gentlemen of ſome 
faſhion,) 1 took the boldneſle to call: to them 
Gentlemen, you ſeem men of worſhip, it is a ſhame 
to have this rudeneſle and profanneſle in the Houſe 
of God,pray be pleaſed to command them to leave: 
They looked careleſly-on me,as not regarding what 
I ſaid, nor concerned to-keep better order : I at- 
rended till:the Miniſter came, hoping then there 
would be filence and ſobernefle : After I had Jong 
looked 3 me thoughts a Xzifter came, as throngh 
an obſcure and narrow paſtage of the wall, into 3 
very. little Pulpit; when he there appeared, there 
was a0 regard had, bur the former noiſe, and rude- 
nefle comtmued 3 which gave me (o great av offence, 
that apein 1 a as before, for-regard: to 
be had tothe Houſe &-worſhip of God; But in vain: 


+ The Minifter could not be heard, nor at laſt could I 


ſee him, a thick miſt of darknefle, as ſmoke come« 
ing between him and the people, which hid the Fa» 
ther from the eye of the Congregation ; this was to 
= great grief : Afterwards walking ſoftly into the 
Church-yard as weary of this fruitlefſe attendance,

This Prediction he lived to ſee fullfilled,in thoſe 
perſecutions which were ſeverely carried on by 

tent factions againſt all the conſtitutions of the 
Church of Ezgland, the inſolencies daily uſed in 
Churches, and 1a the Mechanick Ufſurpation of the 
Pulpit, and in the contempt generally brought on 


' - all decent and orderly Religion, by thoſe whoſe 


deſignes were to be advanced only by Schiſine, Fa- 
Qion, Falfity and Confuſion, 

&; Toa!l theſe he added, at thit time, which was 
Five or Six years at leaſt before the Kings happy re- 
ſtoration; this laſt Viſion or Dream, which he thus 
told me: Me thought (ſaid he)I was in ſuch a large 
Field, and looking about me, I ſaw ſrom the Ealt 
a very goodly Lioz coming at a ſtately pace; on the 
Weſt I ſaw all forts of Beaſts coming towards him, 
withall reverent and lowly behaviour, crouch:ng 
and fawning. The Lion advanced till he came into 
the mid(t of the Field, and the higheſt place of ir, 
there he ſate down on his hinder parte with ſuch 
Majeſty , as ſeemed to keepall the Beaſts in aw 3 
they came in very lowly manner toward him, pro- 
ſtrating themſelves, and at laſt they lay 01 the 

round quietly round about him, but at a govd di- 
Res The Lion uſing no revenge upon any of 
them, fate compoſed in great ſtate and quiet. 

I faid, Goodman Juniper, this ſeems to import 
the:Kings peaceable and happy Return again to his | 
Kingdoms, and that we may live to flee a'l people 
ſubje&t to him. He replyzed, Sir, I nothing doubt of 
that z God will certainly Reſtore his Majeſty, and 


ſubduc all his enemies 3 though I may' not live = 
A ee. 
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ſee it, yet your Worſhip may - Thus he 3 Then 


profeiling, by many words, his fiacere and uatei- 
ned truth 1a relating theſe things, as they were evi- 
dently at ſeveral times -and years repreſented to 
him, and ſo vehemently impreſſed on his mind, 
that be ſtill remembred the circumſtances of per- 
ſons, time and placez this houſe, that field, and 
this tree, which ſeemed to attend his Dream. He 
aſſured me, that he did not delight to tell theſe 
things, as having any boaſt in them 3 nor did he 
uſually doe it, but ſparingly to ſome ſober friends, 
as occaſion offer'd and they defired - But he had 
ſcen the verifying of ſome things, and this made 
him the lefle doubt that the others would be tulfil- 
led in God's due time, which he heartily prayed 3 
That ſo the King and Church, or Religion and 
Laws, Peace and Piety might be again reſtored to 
Emncland. 

9. After this Diſcourſe we .parted, and I never 
ſpake more with him 3, for he died withi1 one year 
or thereabouts, I having this*immediate relation 
from him, and finding hin, as of a v-ry ſober and 
ſettled mind, ſo very conſtant, exact and conſci- 
entious,in what heſaid ordid ; that he was a plain 
man, of no great fancy, reach or invention ; of 
no vapour, flaſh or oftentation, but pious, honeſt 
and prudent: I preſently after his departure from 
me, ſet down in writing (as is formerly touched) 
the #2 and main of what he to!d me; and which 
I have now (to my beſt remembrance) imparted 
to the world s not under the Authentick Authority 
of any Spirit of Prophecy, but onely as offering theſe 
things to ſober and wiſe men, who can better

judge, of proportions between the PrediGions and 
their accompliſhments, neither of which areto be 
ſo lightly confidered, as not to acknowledge ſome- 
thing ſtrange in ſuch a ſeries or ſucceſſion of ap- 
pearances ſo diſtin&ly repreſented ; in ſuch very 
apt Figures,” or ingenious Emblems, and theſe fol- 
lowed with ſuch ſutable Events; nor was either the 
hamour of the man to be ſuſpeted, being fo plain 
Hearted and Religious, nor yet his condition to be 
deſpiſed, being a very good Chriſtian, living com- 
fortably by hiscalling as one that fear'd God with 
all his heart; a man of a ſtrickt and holy Life, 
without any tinQure of FacQion or.Schilme, a Lover 
of Truth, Holineſfe, Order and Peace. I confeſle 
Iſo much valued his words, after had thus perſo- 
pally confirred with him, that I have oft told them 
to others long before the dawning of his Majeſties 
retwrne : (o1did believe and doythat there might 
be ſomething of a Diviner ſtroke or Beame ſome- 
time upon the good mans devout ſoul, whoſe heart 
and waies were ſo upright before God, and ſo in» 
offenſive before men, \ 

$. 'Tis true, I haveheard and read asin Neptre- 
dane and others, many things relating to the former 
Tr agedies of or times, as portends preſages or Predi- / 
Qions, and ſome of them from perſons of good 
credit, which forbids me to deſpiſe them wholy, 
though I do not much dote upon them. 

$. I know all Hiſtories antient and late, Divine, 
and 'Humane, Ecclefiaſticall and Civill are full of 
ſuch like ſeries of Divioations and Dreams, Previ- 


ſions and PrediQions, as in thoſe which Sir Hemry

Wottcn's Father had with many others, to which 
the private and publick.events haveoft corceſpon- 
ded; from what genius or temper of {pirit,of body, 
or mind they ariſe z whether from a prelaging 
power, native in the rational foul, which may 
ſometimes if rightly diſpoſed and elearedasit were 
thtough little cr amzes or creviſes, look torward, and 
foreſee things tocome beyond its (eales: or whether

Laſtly, whereeven ſuch as fear God, 
are prone to be grieved and perplexed at the long 
proſperity of wicked men; (who ſpeaking lyes in 
hypocrifie, ſeek to make God the Patron and Pro- 
teQor of their ſ#s)I will not determine any thing :

ſtill pregnant and conſtant , the ſame in their quick 
repreſentation, not impertinent, as to the aſpect of 
our Afﬀairs, por yet extravagant,or unapt as to the 
Schemes or Emblems, and appearance of them ; 
which made me think them not whouly unworthy 
my notice of them,nor of iny communicating them 
upon this occafiun- to others 3 who may it they are 
wiſe, make a good uſe of them 3: if they are vain 
& fooliſh people, theſe will not much add to or de- 
tra:t from that folly, which is moſt predominant in 
them. This is cerlains, there is noe ffeft but hath 
it's cauſe, though nothing be more uncertain than 
to aſtigne the Genuine and proper cauſes of things, 
eſpecially ſuch as 2re under no regular method and
